And What Have You

I hope that those people who at­ 
tended tile City Council meeting last 
Friday evening learned a valuable 
lesson in how our form of govern­ 
ment must work if it is to work at 
all. And this same lesson can be 
applied all the way up to the highes t 
office in the land. Mob rule cannot 
prevail if we are to survive as a na­ 
tion, or as a city. 
The people have their right to pe­ 
tition, yes, but when all is said and 
done the people we have elected to 
serve us must rule until such time 
as we replace them. Anything less is 
no government at all. It would soon 
break down to the point where it 
would just be a matter of who could 
gather the biggest mob on every is­ 
sue. 
Every citizen has the right to be 
heard by his representatives, but 
after each has been heard the repre­ 
sentative must still be the one to cast 
the vote deciding the issue at 
hand 
with the common good of all as his 
guide. 
While this is not always a perfect 
system , I firmly believe that it is 
the best one that man has yet devis­ 
ed. 
I know that some were 
dis­ 
appointed the other night when Bryan 
Wasson was fired as Chief of Police. 
They thought that the system had 
failed them but I don't believe 
it 
did. 
The people elect six men to run 
their city government for them and 
these six men are asked to do this 
thankless job to the best of their 
ability. 
And when it comes down to the 
point of test of wills between these 
six men, regardless of who they 
are, and one employee, regardless 
of who he is, then the system must 
prevail. The people we elect must 
make this final decision. 
While "law and order" was the 
issue being talked most 
Friday 
night, 
the real issue before the 
Council, after you clear away all of 
the emotions, was a test of w ills- 
the council's or that of the man they 
had hired to do a job. 
The three issues discussed be­ 
fore the council were "informal di­ 
rectives" that hinder good law in- 
forcement, law enforcement at any 
price. And the time spent by the 
chief away from his job. 
As to the first one, while there 
has been a lot of talk as yet we have 
not seen any concrete proof. The is­ 
sue has been before the grand jury, 
and they failed to make any recom­ 
mendations and until such time as 
someone can come forward with 
proof, I believe that this issue should 
be dropped. 
The second is one of how much 
money should we spend for law en­ 
forcement. 
The Council seem s to 
think that we can have good law en­ 
forcement fo** less money than we 
have been spending. 
This can be a very emotional is­ 
sue that is as hard to answer as the 
question of how long is a string. 
Someone in the crowd the other night 
made the statement that if you want 
to drive a Cadillic you must pay the 
price. Personally, I find that I can 
not drive a Cadillic either in person­ 
al life or in my business and doubt 
very seriously if the city can either. 
I just don't believe you can mea­ 
sure good law enforcement by the a- 
mount of dollars and cents 
you 
spend. You can have good law en­ 
forcement without having a model 
department that every other city will 
be envious of. 
This third issue is like the second 
one, a question of judgment, the 
Council seemed to think that too 
much time was spent out of Hamlin 
either attending school by the Chief 
or teaching. Here again those in 
charge must decide the issue. 
In their defense on this issi e 
I know that at one time we had three 
patrolmen attending a school in Has - 
hell that they had to attend to meet

Wasson Fired As Chief 


In an emotionally charged 
meeting of the City Council 
here Friday night, 
Bryan 
Wasson was fired as Chief 
of Police for the City of Ham­ 
lin. 
Later in the 
evening 
Homer Dill was named acting 
Chief. 
’Hie immediate firing of 
Wasson came about mid-way 
in a town hall type meeting 
of the City Council that saw 
about 50 local citizens on hand 
for the session. 
Earlier 
the 
council 
had 
voted not to re-new Was­ 
son’s contract when it ex­ 
pired May I. Four of the five 
councilmen had voted Feb. 
15 
not to renew Wasson’s 
contract, with one abstention, 
but 
all five 
voted 
Friday 
evening for immediate dis­ 
missal. 
A spokesman for the coun­ 
cil sai latter in the evening 
that while 
the council had 
voted in February not to re­ 
hire Wasson it was to have 
Council Votes to Underwrite 
Part of Ambulance Service 


Faced with the 
possible 
loss of ambulance service for 
the City of Hamlin, the Ham­ 
lin City Council has voted to 
underwrite some of the losses 
oocured by Bill Foster Funer­ 
al Home in the operation of 
the local ambulance service. 
Mayor Hollis Madden said 
that the council 
was faced 
with the prospect of losing 
the local ambulance service 
this 
past 
March 
X unless 
some arrangements could be 
made 
to 
underwrite these 
losses. The council voted to 
pay Bill Foster Funeral Home 
0500 a month to keep the ser­ 
vice in operation here. 
While the decision was made 
earlier to take this action, it 
was held up pending an in­ 
crease in the liability cover­ 
age on the ambulance being 
operated by Bill Foster Funer­ 
al Home. The increased cover­ 
age was made available this 
past week with the City pay­ 
ing for the increased cover­ 
age. 
Madden said that for the 
protection of the City that 
the coverage should be in­ 
creased 
to |25,000, $50,000. 
and $100,000, which is the 
maximum that could be se­ 
cured. 
Bill Foster, 
owner, 
had 
told the City Council that un­ 
less some arrangements could 
be made 
that he would no 
longer be able to continue to 
operate the service in face 
of rising costs and poor col­ 


lections. 
In the main, 
he 
blamed 
pending 
legislation 
and laws already being en­ 
forced by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment through the State 
Board of Health for the in­ 
crease in costs. 
He noted that because of 
government regulations and 
Federal Wage and Hour Laws 
less than 
50 percent of na­ 
tional ambulance service now 
remains with the local mor­ 
tician or funeral firm. A few 
years ago this service was 
provided 
almost exclusively 
by funeral firms. 
He noted 
that this is a 
problem 
facing 
all 
small 
town operators and that sev­ 
eral years ago the

He noted that if the city 
operated its own ambulance 
service under present law ,lt 
would mean that at

service during the past year.

While most of the 
people 
who spoke out at the meet­ 
ing were for the re-hiring of 
Wasson, it was not known 
how many of those attending 
the meeting were for him, 
how many were against 
his 
being re-hired and how many 
were just interested citizens 
who were concerned about 
the matter. 
Following the Council meet­ 
ing, 
two patrolmen, James 
Kerby and 
Jimmy Ratliff, 
submitted their resignations 
effective immediately. These 
resignations were accepted by 
the Council in a called meeting 
Saturday morning at which 
time the Council voted to pay 
Wasson through April 30 and 
to 
pay any vacation 
time 
coming to the two patrolmen. 
At the 
beginning of the 
meeting Mayor Hollis Mad­ 
den read a statement say­ 
ing that the Council had con­ 
sidered renewal, and decided 
it would not be in the bast 
interest of the city to re-hire 
Wasson. 
Reasons given for this de­ 
cision by the Mayor 
were 
that he did not follow direct­ 
ives from the Council 
and 
that the 
police department 
spent more money than was 
budgeted. 
He also said that, “We 
asked Bryan 
on three oc­ 
casions to attend less school, 
be out of town less and not 
use patrol cars when he was 
doing this and it wasn't com­ 
plied with. 
“We asked him to be here 
with 
his 
patrolmen 
more. 
He’s not supposed 
to work 
all the time, but he’s on 24- 
hour call a day, and he was 
not in town all the time.” 
Councilman Joe Ford said 
that the 
police department 
had a budget of $30,000 a 
year when he came into of­ 
fice three years aga 
"I have seen the police de­ 
partment budget climb up to 
$50,000 now. We cannot af­ 
ford to have such a police 
department as Bryan would 
like to run,” Ford said. 
Those speaking out at the 
meeting for the re-hiring of 
Wasson praised his ability 
as a law officer and a Chief, 
questioned the reasons given 
by the Council for his dis­ 


missal, and urged that if it 
took more money to have 
the kind of police department 
wanted by Wasson to spend 
i t They also said that Ham­ 
lin now had the best Police 
Department that we had ever 
had. 


No Decision Yet— 


The February action by

Senate Bill Could Cut Local Schools Cost By Third

lf a bill introduced this past 
week in the Texas Senate by 
Wayne Connally 
of Flores­ 
ville had been in effect this 
past year the taxpayers of 
the Hamlin 
School District 
would have hod to pay about 
one-third less in school taxes, 
according to information b- 
tained frm C. F. Cook, super­ 
intendent. 
The bill, S. B. 876, would 
provide for the State to as­ 
sume the financing of IOO 
percent of the 
Foundation 
School Program. At the pre­ 
sent time the State finances 
80 precent and the local dis­ 
tricts 
finance 20% 
on a 
state-wide basis with sane 
districts paying more 
and 
some paying less. In Hamlin, 
a check reveals that the lo­ 
cal taxpayers pay closer to 
30 percent of the cost of the 
Minimum 
Foundation 
Pro­ 
gram. 
Sen. OonnaUy proposes to 
finance this additional state 
expense with an 
additional 


one-ccnt sales tax and an in­ 
crease in the Corporate Fran­ 
chise tax by 75 cents. These 
two 
together 
would 
raise 
$458,000,000 and the addition- 
a1 cost to the state would be 
$439,320,000. 
No figures 
are available 
for the coming year as to the 
local district’s 
local assign­ 
ment (it’s share of the Mini­ 
mum Foundation School Pro­ 
gram) but this year the local 
district’s share is $116,080. 
Based on the district’s valu­ 
ations for this past year this 
would mean that 60 cents out 
of the $1.85 tax rate went to 
pay this district's share of 
this program. 
Supt. Cook said Monday that 
at a time when we are faced 
with increasing costs and the 
possibility of more taxes this 
bill, lf passed, could let us 
increase our program and at 
the same time lower our tax­ 
es. 
Sen. Connally issued foe 
following statement at a press 
conference in Austin Mar. 17: 


'Tomorrow I will introduce 
a legislative program which 
I hope will be but the first 
step 
on the road 
to fiscal 
sanity and soundness in fop 
State of Texas. 
"Under our present public 
school program, the Legis­ 
lature sets the level of teach­ 
er salaries and school ser­ 
vices but pays only 80% of 
the costs. 
Local school boards which 
have no voice in tho formul 
ation of this program have 
the responsibility of raising 
the remaining 20% of such 
costs. 
“In the next biennium, be­ 
ginning September I, 1971. 
local school districts will have 
to raise $439,000,000 as their 
share of the minimum Foun­ 
dation School Program. This 
is in addition to the many 
millions of dollars they must 
raise to pay for the costs of 
construction and operation of 
their schools. 
"This present practice vio­ 
lates the basic political and 


‘conomic principles upon which 
our State and nation were 
founded. We need to return to 
the basic principle that any 
unit 
of government 
which 
proposes programs to bene­ 
fit the public should also have 
the full responsibility for find­ 
ing the money to finance such 
programs. 
"Our present program of 
financing 
public education 
disregards 
sound economic 
principles by its reliance on 
the ad valorem property tax 
as the sole base of support at 
foe local leveL 
"Not only is the ad valorem 
property tax inequitable ami 
unjust but is it fast approach­ 
ing its maximum economic 
and legal limitations. Today, 
our educational system, with 
its rapid development brought 
about 
by the acts 
of 
foe 
Legislature, 
needs 
a 
fast 
growth-tax base to support it.f 
Ad valorem taxes on the lo­ 
cal level can no longer supply 
these revenue requirements. 
•School boards and city 


and county governments ara 
desperate. 
The ad valorem 
tax, which is their basic soured 
of revenue, is already strang­ 
ling the people and simply 
cannot provide the kind of 
revenue that is necessary to 
meet growing needs. 
“Lawsuits are being filed 
almost 
daily 
to 
present 
school districts from increas­ 
ing taxes, and 
an interim 
committee of Ute Legislature 
.studying delinquent ad val­ 
orem taxes estimates 
that 
there is presently one billion 
dollars uncollected, statewide. 
Local taxing authorities have 
their backs to the wall In 
meeting the obligations thrust 
upon them by a combination 
of community growth and the 
burdens created by actions 
of the Legislature. 
"I am convinced that the 
people of Texas are highly 
displeased with single shot 
stop-gap tax measures and 
with fiscal "hide and seek” 
games. It is time we faoed up

I know that some were 
dis­ 
appointed the other night when Bryan 
Wasson was fired as Chief of Police. 
They thought that the system had 
failed them but I don’t believe 
it 
did. 
The people elect six men to run 
their city government for them and 
these six men are asked to do this 
thankless job to the best of their 
ability. 
And when it comes down to the 
point of test of wills between these 
six men, regardless of who they 
are, and one employee, regardless 
of who he is, then the system must 
prevail. The people we elect must 
make this final decision. 
While ’Taw and order” was the 
issue being talked most 
Friday 
night, 
the real issue before the 
Council, after you clear away all of 
the emotions, was a test of w ills- 
the council's or that of the man they 
had hired to do a job. 
The three issues discussed be­ 
fore the council were "informal di­ 
rectives” that hinder good law in­ 
fo re ement, law enforcement at any 
price. And the time spent by the 
chief away from his job. 
As to the first one, while there 
has been a lot of talk as yet we have 
not seen any concrete proof. The is ­ 
sue has been before the grand jury, 
and they failed to make any recom­ 
mendations and until such time as 
someone can come forward with 
proof, I believe that this issue should 
be dropped. 
The second is one of how much 
money should we spend for law en­ 
forcement. 
The Council seems to 
think that we can have good law en­ 
forcement for less money than we 
have been spending. 
This can be a very emotional is ­ 
sue that is as hard to answer as the 
question of how long is a string. 
Someone in the crowd the other night 
made the statement that if you want 
to drive a Cadillic you must pay the 
price. Personally, I find that I can 
n o t drive a Cadillic either in person­ 
al life or in my business and doubt 
very seriously if the city can either. 
I just don't believe you can mea­ 
sure good law enforcement by the a- 
mount of dollars 
and cents 
you 
spend. You can have good law en­ 
forcement without having a model 
department that every other c ity will 
be envious of. 
This third issue is like the second 
one, a question of judgment, the 
Council seemed to think that too 
much time was spent out of Hamlin 
either attending school by the Chief 
or teaching. Here again those in 
charge must decide the issue. 
In their defense on this issi e 
I know that at one time we had three 
patrolmen attending a school in Has - 
kelt that they had to attend to meet

Wasson Fired As Chief 


In an emotionally charged 
meeting of the City Council 
here Friday night, 
Bryan 
Wasson was fired as Chief 
of Police for the City of Ham­ 
lin. 
Later in the 
evening 
Homer Dill was named acting 
Chief. 
The 
immediate firing of 
Wasson came about mid-way 
in a town hall type meeting 
of the City Council that saw 
about 50 local citizens on hand 
for the session. 
Earlier 
the 
council 
had 
voted not to re-new Was­ 
son’s contract when it ex­ 
pired May I. Four of the five 
councilmen had voted Feb. 
15 
not to renew Wasson’s 
contract, with one abstention, 
but 
all five 
voted 
Friday 
evening for immediate dis­ 
missal. 
A spokesman for the coun­ 
cil sai latter in the evening 
that while 
the council had 
voted in February not to re­ 
hire Wasson it was to have 
Council Votes to Underwrite 
Part of Ambulance Service 


Faced with the 
possible 
loss of ambulance service for 
the City af Hamlin, the Ham­ 
lin City Council has voted to 
underwrite some of the losses 
occured by Bill Faster Funer­ 
al Home in the operation of 
the local ambulance service. 
Mayor Hollis Madden said 
that the council 
was faced 
with the prospect of losing 
the local ambulance service 
this 
past 
March 
I unless 
some arrangements could be 
made 
to 
underwrite these 
losses. The council voted to 
pay Bill Foster Funeral Home 
$500 a month to keep the ser­ 
vice in operation here. 
While the decision was made 
earlier to take this action, it 
was held up pending an in­ 
crease in the liability cover­ 
age on the ambulance being 
operated by Bill Foster Funer­ 
al Home. The increased cover­ 
age was made available this 
past week with the City pay­ 
ing for the increased cover­ 
age. 
Madden said that for the 
protection of the City that 
the coverage should be in­ 
creased 
to $25,000, $50,000, 
and $100,000, which is the 
maximum that could be se­ 
cured. 
Bill Foster, 
owner, 
had 
told the City Council that un­ 
less some arrangements could 
be made 
that he would no 
longer be able to continue to 
operate the service in face 
of rising casts and poor col­ 


lections. 
In the main, 
he 
blamed 
pending 
legislation 
and laws already being en­ 
forced by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment through the State 
Board of Health for the in­ 
crease in costs. 
He noted that because of 
government regulations and 
Federal Wage and Hour Laws 
less than 
50 percent of na­ 
tional ambulance service now 
remains with the local mor­ 
tician or funeral firm. A few

Following the Council meet­ 
ing, 
two patrolmen, James 
Kerby and 
Jimmy Ratliff, 
submitted their resignations 
effective immediately. These 
resignations were accepted by 
the Council in a called meeting 
Saturday morning at which 
time the Council voted to pay 
Wasson through April 30 and 
to 
pay any vacation 
time 
coming to the two patrolmen. 
At the 
beginning of the 
meeting Mayor Hollis Mad­ 
den read a statement say­ 
ing that the Council had con­ 
sidered renewal, and decided 
it would not be in the best 
interest of the city to re-hire 
Wasson. 
Reasons given for this de­ 
cision by the Mayor 
were 
that he did not follow direct­ 
ives from the Council 
and 
that the 
police department 
spent more money than was 
budgeted. 
He also said that, “We 
asked Bryan 
on three oc­ 
casions to attend less school, 
be out of town less and not 
use patrol cars when he was 
doing this and it wasn’t com­ 
plied with. 
“We asked him to be here 
with 
his 
patrolmen 
more. 
He’s not supposed 
to work 
all the time, but he’s on 24- 
hour call a day, and he was 
not in town all the time.’’ 
Councilman Joe Ford said 
that the 
police department 
had a budget of $30,000 a 
year when he came into of­ 
fice three years ago. 
"I have seen the police de­ 
partment budget climb up to 
$50,000 now. We cannot af­ 
ford to have such a police 
department as Bryan would 
like to run,’’ Ford said. 
Those speaking out at the 
meeting for the re-hiring of 
Wasson praised his ability 
as a law officer and a Chief, 
questioned the reasons given 
\by the Council for his dis­

Senate Bill Could Cut Local Schools Cost By Third 


By Bob Craig 
If a bill introduced this past 
week in the Texas Senate by 
Wayne Connally 
of Flores­ 
ville had been in effect this 
past year the taxpayers of 
the Hamlin 
School District 
would have had to pay about 
one-third less in school taxes, 
according to information b- 
tained frm C. F. Cook, super­ 
intendent. 
The bill, S. B. 876, would 
provide for the State to as­ 
sume the financing of IOO 
percent of the 
Foundation 
School Program. At the pre­ 
sent time the State finances 
80 precent and the local dis­ 
tricts 
finance 20% 
on a 
state-wide basis with some 
districts paying more 
and 
some paying less. In Hamlin, 
a check reveals that the lo­ 
cal taxpayers pay closer to 
30 percent of the cost of the 
Minimum 
Foundation 
Pro­ 
gram. 
Sen. Connally proposes to 
finance this additional state 
expense with an 
additional 


one-cent sales tax and an in­ 
crease in the Corporate Fran­ 
chise tax by 75 cents. These 
two 
together 
would 
raise 
$458,000,000 and the addition­ 
al cost to the state would be 
$439,320,000. 
No figures 
are available 
for the coming year as to the 
local district’s 
local assign­ 
ment (it’s share of the Mini­ 
mum Foundation School Pro­ 
gram) but this year the local 
district’s share is $116,080. 
Based on the district’s valu­ 
ations for this past year this 
would mean that 60 cents out 
of the $1.85 tax rate went to 
pay this district’s share of 
this program. 
Supt. Cook said Monday that 
at a time when we are faced 
with increasing costs and the 
possibility of more taxes this 
bill, if passed, could let us 
increase our program and at 
the same time lower our tax­ 
es. 
Sen. Connally issued the 
following statement at a press 
conference in Austin Mar. 17: 


“Tomorrow I will introduce 
a legislative program which 
I hope will be but the first 
step 
on the road 
to fiscal 
sanity and soundness in the 
State of Texas. 
“Under our present public 
school program, the Legis­ 
lature sets the level of teach­ 
er salaries and school ser­ 
vices but pays only 80% of 
the costs. 
Local school boards which 
have no voice in the formul 
ation of this program have 
the responsibility of raising 
the remaining 20% of such 
costs. 
“In the next biennium, be­ 
ginning September I, 1971, 
local school districts will have 
to raise $439,000,000 as their 
share of the minimum Foun­ 
dation School Program. This 
is in addition to the many 
millions of dollars they must 
raise to pay for the costs of 
construction and operation of 
their schools. 
‘This present practice vio­ 
lates the basic political and 


‘conomic principles upon which 
our State and nation were 
founded. We need to return to 
the basic principle that any 
unit 
of government 
which 
proposes programs to bene­ 
fit the public should also have 
the full responsibility for find­ 
ing the money to finance such 
programs. 
“Our present program of 
financing 
public education 
disregards 
sound economic 
principles by its reliance on 
the ad valorem property tax 
as the sole base of support at 
the local level. 
“Not only is the ad valorem 
property tax inequitable and 
unjust but is it fast approach­ 
ing its maximum economic 
and legal limitations. Today, 
our educational system, with 
its rapid development brought 
about 
by the acts 
of 
the 
Legislature, 
needs 
a 
fast 
growth-tax base to support it.^ 
Ad valorem taxes on the lo­ 
cal level can no longer supply 
these revenue requirements. 
♦School boards and city 


and county governments are 
desperate. 
The ad valorem 
tax, which is their basic soured 
of revenue, is already strang­ 
ling the people and simply 
cannot provide the kind of 
revenue that is necessary to 
meet growing needs. 
“Lawsuits are being tiled 
almost 
daily 
to 
prevent 
school districts from increas­ 
ing taxes, and 
an interim 
committee of the Legislature 
studying delinquent ad val­ 
orem taxes estimates 
that 
there is presently one billion 
dollars uncollected, statewide. 
Local taxing authorities have 
their backs to the wall in 
meeting the obligations thrust 
upon them by a combination 
of community growth and the 
burdens created by actions 
of the Legislature. 
“I am convinced th at the 
people of Texas are highly 
displeased with single shot 
stop-gap tax m easures and 
with fiscal “hide and seek** 
games. It is time we faced up

formal directives . . issued to 
. . . law enforcement person­ 
nel that hinder these person­ 
nel from the efficient job of 
law enforcement, particularly 
in relation 
to driving while 
intoxicated offenses.’’ 


Sources who asked not to 
be identified 
said that the 
“problem” was in Hamlin, al­ 
though the grand jury’s re­ 
port only mentioned 
“some 
cities of this county.” 


Thursday the grand jury 
studied the matter but did not 
make a recommendation on 
it. 
Two petitions were
